TIME TO DECLARE WAR 
Lord Moynihan says the cancer 
scourge cannot be curbed by a further 
advance in the technique of surgery, and 
that radium treatment is still an ex- 
periment. He urges an educational cam- 
paign, to teach the public how the dis- 
ease originates, and how to recognize it 
in the early stages—when surgery or 
radium mav be effective. That surely 
is sound advice. To tell people how to 
order their lives so that they may avoid 
the affliction is even more important 
than finding a cure for it. 

Some months ago the Government 
of Saskatchewan announced the crea- 
tion of a commission to study ways and 
means to combat this ever-present and 
always-spreading plague. The health 
departments of the other provinces and 
that of the Dominion should bestir 
themselves to the same end. The re- 
sources of all these departments should 
be pooled in a combined attack upon 
this enemy, which has killed more peo- 
ple than all the wars that have been 
fought, and which kills more each year 
than in any preceding year. 


WHO IS TO PAY? 


There are two excellent reasons 
why the people of Alberta should urge 
the Provincial Government to make a 
serious effort to secure from the Do- 
minion fund in aid of a Trans-Canada 
highway a substantial grant toward 
the completion of the Jasper highway. 

One reason is that with this mea- 
sure of assistance the highway could 
be completed within a year. No one, 
who appreciates what the motor tour- 
ist traffic now means to some of the 
other provinces, needs argument to 
show him the advantages of opening 
the way to Jasper Park and drawing a 
great stream of such traffic through 
the heart of this province. 

The other reason is that unless the 
Dominion pays part of the cost of build- 
ing the highway the taxpayers of Al- 
berta will have to pay the whole of it. 
The road is actually being built, at pro- 
vineial expense. The question is mere- 
ly whether the province will bear the 
whole burden or whether the Dominion 
will share it. As the Dominion is to 
help build 500 miles of Trans-Canada 
highway through northern Ontario, why 
should it not be asked to also contribute 
toward the cost of this comparatively 
short section in Alberta?

BLOODLESS SURGERY 


The science of surgery has progressed to such an extent that it is now 
possible to operate on every part of the body and to remove at least por- 
tions of any of the organs without producting death. Surgeons are there- 
by often encouraged to perform unnecessary operations which could be 
avoided if the patient were willing to remove the real 
causes which were producing his trouble. 

The word “surgery” comes from two Greek words 
whieh mean “hand work.” Unfortunately, this ori- 
ginal meaning is now somewhat clouded by the skill- 
ful work which is performed with the knife. There 
is much valuable work which can be done in straight- 
ening out organs and deformed limbs with the s&ill- 
ful work of the hands and without the use of the 
knife. Much advancement has been made in what 
has been aptly called “bloodless surgery.” When bony 
structures are out of alignment, they may be restored 
to their normal position with a return of their proper functioning. Mis- 
pleeed organs are often replaced by the hands of bloodless surgeons. The 
circulation of the blood and lymphatic circulation may be likewise restored. 
Adhesions often yield to the trained fingers of the hand surgeon, without

to inflamed surfaces and often bind 
together vital organs and in this 
way interfere with their normal 
working. 

It is true that the knife when 
skilfully used has often been a life 
saver and has corrected many de- 
formities 
tissue with the scalpel is always at- 
tended with danger, and the shock 
of the injury to the body under 
anesthetics often brings about a 
complication of disotdets.

Before leaving Paris for exile, Napoleon bade him a sad farewell 
ed there? How did this horse sereve 


During the Egyp‘ian campaign 
Napoleon took a fancy toa beauti- 
ful mare belonging to a poor Arab 
A deal was arranged, but when the 


native, clad in rags, came to deliver 
the steed, he suddenly changed his 
mind, 

“To whom is it I am going to de- 
liver thee?” he addressed the mare 
“To Europeans! Who will tie thee 
up close. who will bea’ thee, who will 
render thee miserable. Return with 
me, my beauty! My jewel! And re- 
joice the hearts of my children.” 


Whereupon, springing on the 


| mare’s back he galloped away. 


Devoted as the Arabian was, «he 
loved horses no more than Napoleon 
did, Many equines shared his dang- 
ers and his triumphs. 

Of them all, Wagram—named for 
one of Napoleon's great victories— 
was perhaps the most intelligen: and 
affectionate; Roltelet was the most 
exasperating; and Tauris was the

Im connection with observance of 
the new “stop” signs recently placed 
at numerous intersections throughout 
the city, Chief of Police A. G. Shute 
told the Bulletin Thursady morning 
that all traffic must come to a full 
stop at the Intersections marked 
with the “stop” signs before proceed-

“There have been many infringe- 
ments of this bylaw lately,” said Chief 
Shute. “Motorists are apparently 
under the im that if they are 
making a right or left turn they 
do not have to their vehicle 
to a full stop, This not the case 
as the city bylaw states that atl 
vehicles must come to a@ stop at least 
10 feet from the intersection to which 
they are approaching.” 

Chief Shute declared that at the 
present time only motorists who are 
proceed! across the through streets 
are bri their cars to a full stop, 
those making the left and right hand 
turns proceeding onto the through 
street without stopping. 

Section 21, sub-section 2 of the city 
by-law 57 of 1929 says:
